peaceful picketing as denying due process 
and equal protection of the laws. In both 
cases there developed an area in which no 
. ^government acts or has authority to act. 


Peaceful picketing has long been, recog- 


nized as a form of free speech by various 
supreme courts. But since its role of coer- 
cion cannot be denied, even when 4Jhere is 
no outward sign of violence, possible un- 
fair labor practices must not only be recog- 
nized in the law, as they are in the Taft- 
Hartley act; they must be subject to court 
action. An amendment to the labor act 
either requiring the NLRB to take all such 
cases or permitting the state to have au- 
thority when the NLRB does not act would 
appear to "be one solution. 


Whenever there is a no-man's-land out- 


side the reach of the application of law, 
that -area will be subject to abuse by those 
who seek, not justice, but victory at any 
cost.

As the steamer started, its 


low, soft whistle rose to a 
jetlike whine. Sexin, accord- 
ing to its driver, Fred mar- 
riott, the car surged up to 
497 miles per 'hour, and then 
suddenly it hit a slight 
fcump. "J felt it lift and 
rise clear off the ground 
*wist a tittle jh the air,"

later years. "It took off like 
an airplane, rose about 10 
feet off the beach and travel- 
ed 100 feet' before it struck." 
Marriott was flung clear, 
badly injured. 


Out of the wreckage was 
.born another of the legends 
surrounding the Steamer, 
the best car of its e*a but 
the most misunderstood artd 
maligned. No man, it was 
said, could hold open th* 
throttle and stay with ttie 
Steamier. Anyone' who could 
hold the throttle open for 
three minutes, went another 
story, would win $1,000 from 
the company. Such stories, 
all false, persist to this day. 


Couldn't Blow Up 


The truth is the Stanley 


•Steamer was so constructed 
us to be impossible to blow 
up. Early models, however, 
iiid let off steam noisily. And 
the burners used to flood and 
shoot out smoke and flame, 
looking a lot more dangerous 
than they actually were. 


Such things contributed to 


the death of the Stanley 
Steam*r in IS25. This was a 
sad passing, for the Steamer 
was the symbol of an indi- 
vidualistic era. 


Appropriately, the highly 


individualistic Steamer was 
the brain child of Francis 
E. and Freeland O. Stanley 
who were born in 1849 at 
Kingfield, Maine, as identi- 
cal twins. One day in 1896, 
at a Massachusetts fair, they 
saw a "horseless carriage" 
and decided they could do 
better. 


Within a year, without pre- 


vious knowledge of steam 
engineering, F. E. Stanley 
turned out t&e first Stanley 
Steamer. Its brisk pace and 
silence impressed spectat- 
ors. "It *.vas like watching a 
pair of pants run down the 
street with nobody in them," 
aE old-timer recalls. 
Dogs How/ed 


On the other hand dogs, 


probably attracted by the

Steamer's burner, would run 
after it howling and barking. 


Train whistles, used on 


some Stanleys, were fine for 
"whi s 11 i n g down" train

The keeper would then come 
out, scratch his head, and 
wonder what had happened 
to the train he had heard. 


In 1899, the twins bought a 


factory at Newton, Mass., 
and launched what soon be- 
came known as the Stanley 
Motor Carriage company. 
Orders for 200 Steamers 
were received that first 
year but there was nothing 
like mas* production. Each 
craftsman was encouraged 
to put into his cars some- 
thing of his own individuali- 
ty, and, unlike the twins, no 
two Steamers were ever ex- 
actly alike.

The ear- 
ly models were almost al- 
ways painted black, they 
liad long round hoods and 
looked Eke coffins. •

Beneath the funereal ex- 


terior, however, beat a heart 
of mechanical ingenu i t y. 
The Steamer was — and still 
is — a model of engineering 
skill, combining comfort and 
economy v/ith almost unbe- 
lievable power and speed. 
Yet the 1916 model had only 
32 moving parts. 


Under the floor boards was" 


a 2d^gallon water tank. The 
water was pumped into a 
small, drumlike boiler under 
the hood. Bound with fine 
steel wire, it could easily 
take the 600 pounds of pres- 
sure necessary for ordinary 
driving. Actually, it was 
virtually impossible to burst. 


Out-Paced Others 


Inside the boiler were 


751 small, seamless steel 
tubes conveying heat that 
turned the water to steam. 
Ttie cheaply operated kero- 
sene burner worked on the 
blowtorch principle. 


The steam drove a 2-cyi- 


inder horizontal e n g i n e , 


as a mile an hour could be 
maintained all day without 
stalling. Another touch of the 
throttle would accelerate the 
car instantly. 
Poor Brakes 


The Stanley could go as 
last backward as forward, 
and could be thrown into re- 
verse at full speed ahead. 
Since the old - time rear- 
wheel brakes were none too 
efficient anyway, this quick 
reverse action was helpful 
in tumee «f emergency. 


During one race, a Stanley 


whirled around a corner just 
as spectators s t r a g -g 1 e d 
across the road. The driver 
threw the steamer into re- 
verse even though it was go- 
ing more -than 60 miles an 
hour. The Sires tore loose 
and then the body, which 
came to rest a few inches 
-from the spectators, the 
driver draped over the wind- 
shield. The chassis, how- 
ever, slanted backward off 
the road and finally ground 
to a stop against some trees. 
Ii\ its heyday, the Steam- 


er's acceleration was limited 
only by the amount of strain 
its wheels and structure 
could stand. As early as 19]4 
a Stanley went from 0 to 60 
miles an hour in 11 seconds. 
This compares with the 11.7 
seconds it takes a 310 horse- 
power modern car to go 
from 0 to 60.

Tw in Killed 


The Stanley twins were 


badly shaken by the near 
disaster at Ormond Beach. 
They never built another 
racer and, in fact, tried to 
play down the speed poten- 
tial of the Steamer. 


Not many .years later, F. 


O. Stanley retired. Then, in 
1918, F. E. Stanley, starting 
out on a trip in his Steamer, 
topped a hill and found the 
road blocked by two iarm 
wagons.
